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You Can be Firm and Still Possess the Tender Gentle Spirit 


It has often been said that 
you can catch more flies with 
molasses than you can with 
vinegar. It may not be a 
good comparison to compare 
people with flies, but as it is 
our purpose to win the lost to 
Christ there 1s certainly some 
need of knowing the best 
way to do it. 

You probably have seen 
some, who, in their efforts to 
win the lost have been the 
means of driving them away 
from the services altogether 
or acted and talked in a way 
to cause the unbelievers to 
resent any words of exhorta- 
tion or teaching. 

As we have for our princi- 
ples and foundation the acts 
and teachings of the apostles, 
and pride onselves in pat- 
terning after them rather 
than any reformer or mod- 
ern teacher, we must live so 
close to Jesus that it can be 
said of us as of old, ‘“‘and they 
took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus.” 

I scarcely ever read cer- 
tain verses of Paul’s instruc- 
tions to the Ephesians with- 
out my eyes becoming mois- 
tened with tears. It seems 
that he takes one into such 
close relationship with him- 
self and the tender loving 
Jesus that my spirit is more 
or less subdued and broken, 
‘“‘Let all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamour, and 
evil speaking, be put away 
from you, with all malice: 
And be ye kind one to anoth- 
er, tender hearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you. Be ye therefore follow- 
ers of God, as dear children; 
and walk in love, as Christ 
also hath loved us, and hath 
given Himself for us an offer- 
ing and a sacrifice to God for 
a sweet smelling savour.” 

When | reread these verses 
it always. makes me feela 
little more tender and it 
seems that I feel a deeper 
love for the brethren kindling 
in my breast. It not only 
makes me feel more tender 
toward the’ brethren, but 
there is a feeling of tender- 
ness that radi tes from my 





heart toward the poor lost 
souls that are in constant dan- 
ger of being dragged into the 
tortures of hell by the snares 
and traps of  hell’s army. 
Then how careful I want to 
be as I approach them. How 
tenderly I want to deal with 
them. I want to repel the 
least approach to harshness. 
I want to be as, wise as a ser- 
pent and as harmless asa 
dove. 

It is truly our privilege and 
duty to cultivate such a ten- 
der gentle disposition until it 
becomes a part of our very 
nature. We need to become 
so saturated with divine love 
that our involuntary actions 
and words will always reveal 
it without any effort on our 
part. 

To have this kind of a dis- 
position does not mean we 
are to be flimsy and influenc- 
ed and wafted about by any 
and everything that comes 
along. One can be firm and 
steadfast and still possess the 
tender gentle spirit. We are 
taught to be firm and stead- 
fast and unmovable in _ the 
doctrine and _ service of the 
Lord the same as to be gentle. 

The members of the 
Church of God are making a 
reputation of firmness and 
tenderness that no other peo- 
ple on earth have shown 
since the days of the apostles 
and their immediate follow- 
ers. Our hand-shakes seem 
more. thrilling. Our words 
seem more moistened with 
that tender love of Jesus. 
The expression of the face 
seems more attractive and 
drawing. 

The holy kisses and vigor- 
ous embraces that follow 
with our people are almost 
unknown among any others 
as they are practiced among 
our people. This 1s not over- 
drawing the picture. This is 
nothing to be ashamed of, 
but rather it is to be prized 
and cherished. 

Satan may try to carry this 
to an extreme and undertake 
to force these expressions of 
love to be practiced between 
men and women the same 
as men with men or women 
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with women, but we know | 
his slimey devices and resist | 
such devilish notions and| 
hold all these where they be-| 
long and repudiate the slight- 
est appearances of free-lov- | 
ism and lustfulness. 





Shame on the man and wo- 
man that allow themselves 
to fall into such hellish no- 
tions. Shame on those that 
fall from chastity and inno- 
cency tothe extent that such 
hellish practices will even 
enter the mind with the in- 
tent to yield to them. The 
men and women should love 
each other, but it must be} 
that pure true heavenly love 
that would revolt at the least 
approach to lust or the ap- 
pearance of evil. Too close 
an intimacy between the sex- 
es must be avoided, and 
shuned as a dose of the vilest 
poison. Give no place to the 
devil, abstain from the very 
appearance of evil are ad- 
vices and commands gwen 


by Paul. 


You can be sweet and ten- 
der and polite and courteous 
and still exerlise judgment 
and good’ common _ sense 
enough to stay in your places. 
If you are a woman, be a 
woman right. If you area 
man, be a man in truth, and 
show to the gazing world that 
you know how to behave 
yourselves as becometh men 
professing godliness. _ Lust- 
fulness, fornication, adultery, 
false love, hypocracy, pride 
and such like are an abomi- 
nation to God, and those who 
possess such traits will soon- 
erorlater be putto shame 
and exposed by Satan’s own 
wiles if such traits are not 
discovered and forever put 
away and hidden far beneath 
the cleansing blood of Christ. 


Satan is now sending his 
agents among us to try to 
draw us trom God’s eternal 
purpose. It becomes a 
question with some how such

land you in hell, just because 
you want to be tender and 
courteous. 

It is of vast importance to 
have shepherds to watch for 
your souls, end when the 
shepherd sounds the note of 
warning you’ should take 
heed to his loving cousel 
and waring.

to speak at the assembly on 
the subject, “The Best and 
Quickest Way to Evangel- 
ize,” and as time would not 
permit to go into full details 
I feel I would like to write a 
little on the subject. 

Now, there is in the dear 
old Bible some where a plan 
for evangelizing just as_ truly 
as there is a plan for every- 
thing else, but not having 
searched it out we may nev- 
er have gotten to it perfectly. 

It isa noticable fact that 
the apostles most always 
went two and two. And one 
of the most important things 
was that they went out from 
Jerusalem with one heart and 
one soul. That is what 
brought fear upon every soul, 
and that is going to bring the 
same results in our day. 

When we get men that will 
stand firmly for God’s truth 
just as it is, and will not com- 
promise for the sake of human 
sympathy or for filthy lucre 
or anything else then it will 
be that we can go forth with 
the same results. !esus said, 
“I am the way, the truth, and 
the life; no man cometh un- 
to the Father, but by me.” 

Well,we see thatJesus paid 
tribnte and no where was He 
ever accused of not paying 
tithes. They called Hima 
wine-bibber, a friend of pub- 
licans and sinners, casting out 
devils by the prince of devils, 
and accused Him of almost 
everything they could think 
of but refusing to pay tithes. 

Now tithes were neither 
symbolical or figurative, but 
the paying of tithes was an 
unending force. We _ bring 
the tithes to the Lord or the 
store house; not because we 
think He needs them, but be- 
cause they belong to Him, 
To withhold them is not 
merely stinginess, but rob- 
bery. This is God’s plan for 
His church and without this 
plan God has planted a 
church without a plan. We 
do not believe He has done

Return unto me, and 
I will return unto you, saith 
the Lord of hosts. But ye 
said, Wherein shall we re- 
turn?” Now this is the place 
where they had put their 
hand to the plow and looked 


back. “Willa man_ rob 
God?

are cursed with a curse; for
